Having alluded to a difflonlty which, 
8 B it would Boom, bftB arisen in regard 
to the provision made in the Terms of 
Union for tho construction of a Graving 
Dock at Esquimalt, and having indicat- 
ed what wo eonoeive to bo tho host mode 
of overcoming that difficulty, tho reader 
is now invited to consider for a little tho 
important bearing tho Btrncluroin ques- 
tion must bave upon tho commercial and 
maritime intorests of British Columbia, 
and more especially upon this its chief 
commercial and mariiimo town. Look- 
ing at tho matter in its most local and 
res.rictcd light, it will bo felt that a 
w o.k involving an expondi' aro ot 
nearly three quarters of a million of 
dollars cannot bo altogether unproduc 
tivo ot bonoGcial results. And does not I 
this tboogut aid one in realizing tho 
measure of our poverty as a community ? 
In point of population, capital, labor, 
Wealth, trade and commerce, things 
have, indeed, reached that low ebb at 
which tho expenditure in our midst of 
even that comparatively trill og annum; 
of loreign capital must ho regarded i' 
light of a public good. But ii must 
be admitted that if the lull in.porta.iCr 
of the Graving Dock wore to bo ganged 
by tho immediate local bi nefits resulting 
from tho expenditure necessary to its 
oons.truotiou, its claim to ho uttomioti 
of tho Colonial and Dominion Govem- 
mout and people might be open to ques- 
tion. Happily, however, tho benefits 
ieascmably to be looked for irom tlii 
work are neither local in their influence, 
nor ephemeral in their nature. It 
to be one of the immediate consequences 
of the oow relationship that thq whole 
influence of the Dominion Governm -tit 
shall be exerted lor tho purpose ot 
making this the headquarter* of the 
British Pacific Fleet. The full impor 
tunce of this condition may possibly 
not bo very generulty understood. It 
means an amount ot expenditure pro 
bably quite equal .0 the present looa 
trade of the place, It moans materia 
Btreugtb, national prestige and ad« 
ditiuiml attractive .ess as a place ef re- 
st, t, rosidei ue and trade. Regarded in 
' e light of tho } r ce of the fleet, the 
i i aUyforU.e Gr viug Doc'c bocom.H 
l.oTb app»Teot; View; i as a meftnrt ot 
B.cu.ing tho p.'Cfiet. of the fleet, ii 
receives ' itnulativo importance. Taking 
a still wider rango, however, we must 
accustom oui oives to look at this ques- 
tion in tho lig . of those larger de- 
velopments which are to bo the result, 
of Oon.i lerat.on and tho oponieg up to 
the nations of tho " True Northwest 
Passage.'' it is when wo shall have 
converging here tho various lines of 
ocean steamers whioh mi'St conuoct with 
tho great highway < f nations lb.it the 
possession of a Gravi iy Dook will be- 
come an absolute nice^si y,— all the 
moro so from tho UUt that this is the 
era of hon and 51 m. Should .tho ter» 
minUB of tho great trans-continonta! 
railway bo ldoaied at Esquimau, so 
mncb the botter. But, t? the tunninus 
where it mry, tho poBsees'on of a Grav- 
ing Dock mast be regarded as an 
essential adjunot oi lb t enlarged 
prosperity to which all are anxious- 
Jy looking under the new dispensation. 
And there is yet a more comprehensive 
view which it may bo proper tj lake 
of ibis quo.-tion. Tho Canadian Pacifio 
Railway will not be the only one termi- 
nating upon theso waters. In all prob- 
ability it wit' not be tho lirst. Tue 
Northern Pacific Hallway is being 
pushed forward ; and there would ap- 
pear to ho no reason for doubting that 
it will find a terminus* at JNisqually Bay, 
on Pugoi Wound. That railway may 
be considered as dostiuod to outer into 
more direct competition with our own 
than with any other, although, in sever- 
al important respects, it must compete 
at no little disadvantage, especially 
Bhould ours terminate ut Esquimau 
We desiro to invito particular attention 
to tho impor' int fact tbi t ull shipping 
whether steam or .sail, resorting to 
Puget Sound must of necessity find an 
entrance through the Straits of Fnoa, 
and must, consequent y, pass B«qaimaU. 
Iu order to reoob Nisqually Hay, ship. 
p ; ng uia-t not only p»^ Esquimau 
but it must pass up the Archipelago or 
Sound a distance of about one hundred 
and forty miles. Now it will readily 
occur to the leader's rejection that u 
transcontinental railwny teruyuaiing at 
Esquimau would possess a very decided 
advantage over one terminating at JNis- 
quullv, It will bo still moro obvious 
that a Graving Dock at Eiquimalt 
would bo used by the shipping which 
would ro-ort to Puget Hound; for as 
, "any port in a storm/ so, the first port 
to a disabled ship. T o construot a 
Graving Dock at Bsquimalt is. there- 
io e, not only to provide for the neces- 
sities oi impending changes within our 
own territory, but to insure ftTioh re- 
ward from tho progressive development 
of a neighbouring nation. On the ether 
hand, to neglect such a provision would 
be in a measure to lose all; for it may 
well bo beliovod that If wo do not con- 
struct so essential an adjunct to marl- 
time wellbeing our neignbours assur- 
edly will, ket it, thero.ore, be the 
earnest and Immediate aim of the 
B3ople to insure, beyond all possibility 
oi doubt, tho construction of the Gray. 
ingJJook, us one ol tbo hist results ol 
Conicdoralion.

HOW BUCU TU1NUS ARK UAPTI7.BD. 

Athens joarnnlB thus describe tho imposing 
ceremony at Corfu at ihe baptiflm ot tho now 
Ureek I J rinccss : 

' Al sunrise ibe guns of Hie citadel fired a 
salute and Iho garrison bund paraded Ihe 
streets playlug Ihu uatlonal air of irreeco. At 
tea o'cluek the court united at 1 J/on Kepos,' 
the summer resideucu of King Gnorgo, and 
|iroceoded to the Metropolitan Church lii town, 
the approach of which was lined with loldlers 
of iho garrison aud the National Guard. The 
interior of tho edifice was decorated with fes- 
toon.! of Bowers suspended around trio gal- 
leries, and bar leaves slrewn over tho Moors 
and the nltnr. Tho galleries were thronged with 
Indies in f,aj dresses, and '.ho body of tho 
church with military and civilians. 

At the right ot the altar n pavilion of blue 
nd white Bilk was occupied by the nurses 
nil other fomalo uttondauts of the baby prin- 
cess who, uuiil tho time of its immersion, lay 
asleep in a downy cradle of quilted silk. 

Ou a square e.irpct, a littlo to the right of 
the front of the altar, was placed the EClDg's 
:bair, who stood in front of it with the Grand 
Ifarsbal and his aide-de-crrap, the Grande 
llailroase in a heavy blue and while silk, <» 
train and the damn d 1 htnneur in the. same co- 
lors. 

On tho left of the altar stood . tho diplomatic 
corps, members ot the'Greek Ministry, and the 
oruiu'inders ol foreign resales of war then in 
port. The King entered at half-past ten o'clock 
accompanied by H II Prince Fredrick ot Hol- 
steiu Glucksburj,, brother to tho King of Den- 
mark aud uncle lo King George ot Greoct. 

The Metropolitan Bishop ot Athens und tho 
now Arehbiibop of Corfu, with twelve priosls 
met the King at the door of tho church, and 
returning to the altar the ceremouy commouc- 
ed. 

Before tho immersion, the child win held up 
naked before tho people, and then dipped 
Solemnly into the deep massive font of silver — 
the gift of tho Oommunala of tVreuco — which 
stood in til k cen'.or of the platform in froul of 
tho high alter. |Tha Grande Maitrcsse pre- 
sented the child on a cushion of silk.andl'riuco 
Fredrick received it in a large napkin from 
tho priest after tho baptism. As tho Bishop 
dipped the infant and pronounced the name — 
Alexandra — the fortress fired a Balro of 21 
guns and the bells of the churches woro rung 
simultaneously. At tho conclusion of this 
ceremony tho child was carried to the inner 
altar and received the lioly Communion. The 
procession thei formed at before and the King 
and Court, accompanied by the National Guard 
returned to the p»laco. In tho evening a bnn- 
rjiiet of one hundred plates was given by the 
King iu the ball-room of the town Palace. All 
the notabilities, foroiga guesl3, diplomatic 
corps, aud many ladios were a among the 
gue-Bts.

I 
io of ibe very Urn impoitt nae that (CO urate 
know ledge should be .-ecured of these rr!j;ion^ 
at the earliest po sible moment. A Pacific 
railway tbroog;h Canadian lorrilory is auub- 
HOlulti neoespiiy. Wo must have it and soon. 
How is it to be locator!? through what 
region is it to run? In o der to answer such 
inquiries with any measure of into! ligeucu, 
••xtonded e.tplorations conducted by reliable 
and inielligonl men are jadespennable, Even 
the country around Lake N pissing la very 
much an unknown region. The very shape 
und extent of tba lako itself are scarcely 
known, and what may bo beyond n almost 
us litile ascertained as if it were iu the 
centre ol Alrioa. A very extended and 
thorough exploration ought to be made'. The 
Government should bu far in advance of the 
mere tido of population and should know 
something beyond thu surveyor's moanur 
ing chain. Ordinary surveyors are often not 

the men to mako Intelligent and enterprlzing 
explorers. They do what tbey are told io do, 
and there rest till pushed further by actual re- 
quirements. What is noede t iii a general com. 

prehensive view of the wbo'e in advanoe of the 
labors of tue mere surveyor, and we know ol 
no work upon wh ch a portion of our surplus 
could be more worthily expended, than upon 
iticb explorations as we have spoken of. Let 
the right men bo chosen for the work — aud 
thon not one pany, but half a dozen, might be 
profitably bo employed in conducting investi- 
gations from tho Ottawa River to James' Ray, 
and westward toward i Rupert's Uiud.'

He will disposu ol and provide lor hia court 
us ha has up lo the present lime: A terri- 
torial immunity will bo accorded the Holy 
Seo, bo that free nnd independent it may at 
home aud abroad tnkc cure of the intercati 
and exercise the authority ol tho Church. 
All Ila'ian and foreign prelates, Cardiuals, 
Bishops, spiritual bodies and ecclesiastical 
orders will enjoy eniire immunity at tho 
place of residenco of the supreu o head ol the 
Chutoh, whothor summoned for council rr 
for uny oilier purpose. The Holy See will 
be able to communicate freely and inde- 
pendently at homo aud abroad V'ith the pow- 
ers of the clergy. Special, postal and tele- 
graphic aeiv oos will bo placed wholly at its 
disposal. The represenialivos ol foreign 
powers at the Holy See trill enj y complete 
liheity, as at other sovereign courts. The 
Fopu'H legates and envoys will be treated 
like ambausudorB ol foreign soveroigrif. 

The Pope aud ihe Church shall enjoy un- 
limited liberty of the publication, at tho 
Holy Heir's plnce ol residence, of all personal 
and conciliatory determinations. The Pope 
hball have full liberty to travel at nil times 
in aud out of tho cour.l y. I nly will oon-i- 
dei him as n loreign Bovoieign, and he will 
he ireuted and honoured us such throughout 
the Kingdom, Tho appanage ol His ek.li- 
iioss ana his escort shall be furnished by 
Italy, who also assumed the debts hitherto 
contracted oy the Peotifioial Stiles. For 
Iho trai qullify ol the Calhulio world and 
ihe power?, Italy is disposed to guarantee 
tho liborty ot tbe Chun h and tho indepen- 
dence ot the Dope by functioning them in an 
international treaty. By these coooeesioks 
the Qovemment wishes to prove to Europe 
that Italy respects the sovereignty of the 
Pope, conformably to the principled of a free 
church in a free utato. 

During tho last two days the AmbassaJtr 
of Austria uud iho Ministers ol Uulland urn 
Portugal wore received by his Llolinces. It 
is believed the Pope wisely accept) the sit 
uation and approves of Austria taking the 
loud in calling aa interualional Congress 
which will formally reooive his fanciion ol 
the above oondnioriB.

Wilde's im- 
provement on Holmes' machine produced such 
intense light as, even without a reflector, was 
estimated to have an intensity equaled to four ' 
thousand wax candles, or about twice that of ■' 
the sun.
